Cut of Half Billion Dollars Expected 


As Compared With Estimated Ex- 
penses of Present Fiscal Period,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
8.—The United States govern- 


ment's budget, virtually complete tonight, fixed expenditures 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1926, at approximately 
82,980,000,000, the lowest since the war. 


The estimates are exclusive of the expenditures of the 


postoffice department. 
, 


Budget Director Lord will submit the document to the 


white house as soon as a few minor details, which will not 
change the totals materially, are cleared up. 


Compared to estimates on the ex- 


penses of the current fiscal period, 
the new budget will chop govern- 
ment costs over a half billion dol- 
lar.

this canvass for funds that the time 
of soliciting money be changed from 
April to December. 


"In furtherance of this plan, the 


committee proposes to make the 
canvass for funds for the year 1925 
during the early part of December. 
In order to adjust the difference In 
time between the two campaigns, 
one-fourth of all subscriptions mado 
last April will be credited towards 
the 1925 pledge. 
In other words If 


person subscribed In April, 1924, 


he will be given credit for twenty- 
five per cent of his 1924 pledge on 
his 1925 pledge. 


A Critical Test. 


"In my Judgement this is the crit- 


ical test aa to whether 
Lincoln 


Wishes to stay under the community 
chest plan of -raising money or not. 
From the 1923 subscriptions we col- 
lected a little over $90,000. 
From 


the 1924 subscriptions it is estimate;! 
that we will collect only about $75,- 
000.

The 
courts of Plng land are all rig ht for 
that country. J udg e Morrissey has 
concluded, 
but 
American 
people 
would not be satisfied with them. 
There are two distinct g roups of 
professions 
called 
solicito rs 
and 
barrister who did the work handled 
b.v our 
lawyers, 
according to the 
speaker. The solieilors rank so m e­ 
what below the barristers and are 
not allowetl to present a case In 
eourl. 
After the (dlent has taken 
the matter up with a solicitor, the 
barrister 1s consulted and he will 
arg ue the ease, so metimes without 
ev en hav ing interv iewed Ins client. 
J udg e Morrissey traced the his­ 
tory of the Plng lish system and told 
of some of their tradition.« . 
It Is 
only in recent years that barristers 
hav e been required to pass examin­ 
ations. 
Befo re that plan was In­ 
troduced they W'ere only required 
to attend a certain number of din­ 
ners, after wliich they mig ht be 
called lo the bar. 
Des cribes C ourt Rooms , 
He described the arrang ement of 
the courtrooms and told of the co s­ 
tume.« w'orn. The b.'v rrlsters sit in a 
g roup and w’car black robes with 
w ig a of g rey liorse balr. The judg e 
wears a different kind of a robe and 
a wig of g rey hair which slig htly 
resembles a heav y towel folded and 
laid ov er his head. 
An Plng llsh trial is more informal 
than one in America, he continued. 
'Pliere is seldom any examination of 
the jury. 
AVlien the ev idence is all 
In, the counsels present their ar­ 
g uments .'It g reat leng th ami w ith­ 
out any show of passion, sometiniea 
with v ery little apparent interest. 
'Phe court sums up thqrcase to the 
jury and co mments on the ev idence, 
n.« ually making it plain what ho 
thinks about the matter. 
'Phe w it­ 
ness and examining barristers both 
slatid while talking . 
'Phe jury mig ht be abolished, in 
J udg e Mot risse.v ’s opinion, without 
any v ery g reat loss because the 
court dominates the entire situa­ 
tion. 
He told of a v isit to .Iusti<-e 
Darling ’s court, where the court 
enliv ened 
the 
proceeding s 
W’itti 
witty rejoinders and made it almost 
seem like a holiday affair. 
"'liiere is no opportunity for court 
oratory,” he declared. 
"'liie bar­ 
risters are all v ery mild, g entle and 
polite in the courtroom.” 
Ho described tlie appeal conrts 
w’hich he had v isited and said that 
one of tlie most notable fc.atures 
was liow' sehloin any authorities 
were cited 'in the arg uments, a l­ 
thoug h the lawy*.rs 
present their 
ev idence and contentions at rou- 
siderable leng th. 
^ 
In reply to the charg e that the 
American courts are rniich slower. 
J udg e Morrissey said that w’liere 
there is anything to -be g ained by 
delay, there is a way to do it in 
Eng land. 
'Phey simply do not hav e 
the liahlt of appealing cases the 
way we do, he contends. 
Criminal 
cases could 
not he 
appealed 
in 
Eng land on any g rounds jirior to 
1907. 
'Phe American client, who experts 
his lawyer to put up a fig ht for him, 
would probably he disappointed by 
an Eng lish barrister because there 
is seldom any display of passion or 
deep concern. '‘‘Any American w lio 
g ets up to make a speecli makes 
more noise than an Eng lishman,” he 
concluded.

507,579, according to most recent estimates, so that 
It Is claimed that 6,927,817 people now live within 
the city limits.

Tork City is 114.76. 
Lancaster county 1» 36 miles 


long and M miles wide. It embraces 764 square miles

covers a little less than half of the total area of 
lancaster county. 
It la one-third a« large as the 


entire state of Rhode Island. 
But Greater New 


York, with an area a third as large as Rhode Island, 
has a population seven times greater.

municipality tremble. 
The scale Is vast and the 


millions of people diversified. New Tork moves more 
like tho forces of nature. 


But what a stupendous undertaking is represented 


in these titan cities of the future ? 


What a gigantic task is represented in the feeding 


and clothing of the millions who live within their 
boundaries?

The Mystery of Encke's Comet

A little comet, which may onre 


have been a great one, and which 
carries" an unsolved 'mystery in its 
periodical rounds about the Hun, 
Is now once more, and for the forty- 
second time since its discovery In 
1TS6, 
gliding among the planetary 


orbits near the sun. It's name is 
Encke's comet. 
It is too faint to 


be seen with any but the most pow- 
erful telescopes, and is riot likely 
to become visible to anybody out- 
side the observatories. And yet, In 
ono respect, it Is without a peer In 
the commentary world, on account 
of an unexplained peculiarity in ita 
motion. 


Although its orbit is a long el- 


lipse, extending from a perihelion 
point only 30,000,000 miles from the 
sun. 
and consequently 


orbit of Mercury, 
the 


inside the 
innermost 


planet, to an aphellon^iolnt 400,000,- 
000 miles from the emi, and there- 
fore In the neighborhood of Jupiter, 
it takes only about threo years and 
four months on the average to make 
a circuit. That la to say, it cornea 
back to swine around the sun peri- 
odically every forty months. This Is 
the shortest cometary period known, 
but the truly unique tlilnc jabout it 
Is that is shortens about two-and- 
a-half hours on every turn. 


This means that the little comet,

The earth, 
at a distance of 93,000,000 
miles, 


has an orbital velocity of nearly 
19 miles per second, while Mercury 
at a distance 
of 
only 36,000,000 


miles travels about 30 miles per 
second. 
Accordingly, If any 
re- 


sistance should^ retard the earth's 
motion, It would drop Inward to- 
ward the sun, but in doing so its 
speed would he accelerated by th* 
increased force " of the sun's at- 
traction and when It Had fall«n ** 
near to the sun 
aa 
Mercury, it 


would move in its new and smaller 
orbit, with a velocity of SO miles 
per second. The same law applliw 
to the motion of Encke'a Comet. 


But the earth and all the other 


planets, and all of 
the 
oometa 


also, as far as we know, maintain 
their average distances from the 
sun, while Eincke's 
Comet 
alone, 


mysterlouajy 
loses

gains velocity. 
If 
all comets, at 


least all small 
comats, 
that go 


relatively close to the sun at peri- 
helion, showed a similar effect, the 
mystery would vanish, for they It

G reater New T ork In 1920 had 
a population of 
§ 620.041. w ith 732.016 people living In the Bronx . 
1.018.366 to Brooklyn. 2.284.103 In M anhattan. 469,042 
In Queana and 116.631 In Richmond. 
In three b rief 
years, the population of New Tork City has Increased 
807,679, according to most recent estlm ftes, so that 
It Is claimed tha t 6.927,617 people now live within 
the city limits. 
Before the end of this year. It Is 
said tha t tha population will b a In ex cess of 6.000.000. 
The total area In square miles of greater New 
T ork City Is 114.76. 
L ancaster county Is 36 miles 
long and 34 miles wide. It em b races 764 square miles 
of territory. 
New Tork City of today, therefore, 
covers a little leaa than hglf of the total a re a of 
lA n caste r county. 
It Is one-third as large as the 
entire sta te of Rhode Island. 
B ut G reater New 
Tork. with an area a third as large as Rhode Island, 
has a population seven times greater. 
W ithin her 
b orders, which Include a little le.ss than half tha area 
t» f lAincaster county, reside five tim es as m any people 
as live In the en tire,state of Neb raska. 
N ew Tork 
City Is today paying the penalty of starting on her 
am azing development b efore the era of city planning. 
in tha t rospect, a t least, Chicago ha s b een more 
fortunate. 
The 1920 eensus gave Chicago a population of 
2,701,706. 
T hree years later, the estim ated popula­ 
tion of the middle w est metropolis was given as 
2,833,328. 
Chicago covers an area of 200.37 square 
miles. 
T ha t Is only slightly more In proportion than 
N ew Tork City, b ut Chicago has b een b uilt w ith a 
greater ragard for the future. 
T here is not the 
crowding or the congestion found in New Tork. 
More attention has b een paid to the b eauty of the 
city. 
G reater stress has b een placed on sanitation 
and health. 
Chicago has b een constantly thinking 
of the future while New Tork City grew without 
regard to w hat another day m ight b ring forth. 


B R O W N V I L L E ’8 R E A W A K E N I N G . 
In another section of this paper appears the e n ­ 
thralling story of the reaw akening of Brownvllle— 
the first chartered tow n In N eb raska. 
During tha t period when great Im m igrant trains 
crossed the w estern prairies, Brownvllle w as ab le to 
lay claim to distinction and there w ere none to chal­ 
lenge her right.

D uring the 
season Just closed, Brownvllle shipped out eighteen 
carloads of pears, eighty carloads of apples, 35,000 
b askets of grapes, 10,000 crates of raspb erries and 
4,000 crates of straw b erries. 
Brownvlllw fru it ha t 
estab lished a nam e for itself In all sections of America. 
The apples from Its orchards are the m ost popular on 
the New T ork m arkets. 
Its grapes have b ecome 
famous. 
Its pears find a ready sale. 
Brownvllle no longer looks elsewhere. It has found 
Itself In the unequalled opportunities for horticul­ 
ture, 
And upon this foundation It has b uilt a s u b ­ 
stantial prosperity which Is more satisfying b ecause 
It is perm anent.

In addition to 
those magnificent parks which already m ake Chicago 
a cosm opolitan center of great interest, ahs is pro- 
Jsetlng new development.s which will provide play­ 
grounds for the millions w ith her b orders. 
N ew T ork City looking forw’ard Into ths nex t fifty 
years also has -a vision of a city b eautiful. 
She con­ 
fidently ex pects f. population of 10,000,000—the great- 
• s t m unicipality in the history of the hum an race. 
H e r first prob lem and one tha t Is now receiving a tte n ­ 
tion Is tha t of tiwfflo congestion. 
Ferries, tunnels, 
b ridges, an d high speed sub urb an tralnji aH throw 
ths lr millions Into M anhattan. 
The plan for r e ­ 
lieving this situation calls for a utlltx atlon of the 
present street system b ut ex tending and enlarging 
It. 
New Tork is giving serious consideration to 
“overhead” streets. 
She Is planning to deepen her 
harb or. 
T hs skyscraper csuses Gotham the greatest worry. 
It b rings thousands to the sam e locality to pursue 
the lab ors of the day. 
As a result, a continuance of 
the present policy of b uilding will only increase the 
congestion which has come to b e nearly Intolerab le. 
So N ew York is considering regional plans for de- 
relopm snt, w ith certain ample sections for certain 
b uslnesass. 
B ut unlike the planners of ths new Chicago, those 
w ho are considering the Gotham 
of the future Im ­ 
pressed w ith ths fact that New T ork is too b ig to 
11s in the hollow of any m an's hand, too b ig to b e 
unified b y w hat lesser cities call “com m unity con­ 
sciousness.” 
New T ork is a congeries of cities, 
a 
region, a n empire. 
W ith Its left hand N ew T ork 
undertakes ventures which w'ould m ake 
a sm aller 
m unicipality tremb le. 
T he seals is va st and ths 
millions of people diversified. New Tork moves more 
like the forces of nature. 
B ut w ha t a stupendous undertaking is represented 
In these tita n cities of the future? 
W hat a gigantic task is represented In ths feeding 
an d clothing of the millions who live w ithin their 
b oundaries? 
T he prob lem of providing a n adequate 
w ater supply, of arranging fire and police protec­ 
tion, of safe-guarding pub lic health, and of m a in ­ 
taining proper educational facilities for ths hundrsds 
of thousands of children—surely they ta x hum an 
Ingenuity and courage.

Explains Their Reluctance.

permitted himself to Indulge In or- 
namentation! An overhang of tho 
second story was not uncommon. 


Both hip and gable 
roofs were 


used. Sometimes the hip roofs had 
flat decks on top; 
surrounded by 


decorated balustrades. Shln&Ies of 
cypress or cedar usually hand-split 
were 
universally 
used, 
laid 
In 


courses 7 to 10 Inches wide. 


Symmetry Wa* Secured- 


Above all other exterior points, 


symmetry was secured at all costs 
There would be chimneys In bal- 
ancing positions, whether the sec- 
ond one was needed or not. Some- 
times a stair was 
even carried 


across* a window, with no pretence 
of disguising- it from the outside, In 
order that the window might oc- 
cupy Its symmetrical position. 


The windows themselves were al- 


ways In small panes, chiefly per- 
haps because large sheets of glass 
were extremely scarce and expen- 
sive- Nothing- will spoil the modern 
colonial house so quickly and effec- 
tively as using- ordinary two-fipht 
windows. 
The composition of the 


old glass was not chemically pure, 
and the manganese or* other foreign, 
matter, after long exposure to th* 
sun. In time gave an amber or vio- 
let hue which is charming1 in.ths 
old houses, but almost impossible to 
reproduce 
satisfactorily. 
White 


painted shutters flanked the win- 
dows on the first Iloor, and green 
blinds upstairs, A rule never vio- 
lated was that all window panes in 
the whole house must be the same 
size, even though one row of panes 
must be omitted, 
and the. window 


divided Into 
unequal 
sash. 
The 


wood mutins, or dividing bars be- 
tween these panes were wide. The 
combination of small rectangles of 
glass and wide white painted mut- 
1ns Is most attractive. 


Dorm-sra Wer* Lofty. 


Dormers were lofty. They were 


always gabled and- each contained 
a single 
window, usually 
round 
topped. 


Porches were iised seldom indeed, 


which accounts for their b^ing such 
a problem in the modern version 
of 
the 
colonial 
house- 
Sleeping 


porches had not been "discovered" 
yet, and if the homebullder of to- 
day would be faithful to 
colonial 


tradition, he 
must do with 
less 


porch, or else have a larger porti- 
co. The least "objectionable 
solu- 
tion that has been found Is that of 
having the porch at the side of the 
house. A good feature of this so- 
lution is that it adds to the width 
of the house. 


Looking Inaide House. 


Looking: briefly inside these old 


colonial houses we find that sym- 
metry prevailed as absolutely With- 
in aa without, In 
the placing of 


wall openings and special features- 
The typical colonial plan, as men- 
tioned before. Is a rectangular one,- 
with a wide hall through the cen- 
ter, opening on both ends. Nowa- 
days we usually feel that the space 
:annot bo spared 
for a complete 


iall, so we use a portion of it for 
-ho rear entry, or coat closef.. or 
msement steps. On the left of the 
hall there was one large room, nnd 
on the rlgh,t two, all opening off the 
hall by narrow doors. Doors were 
almost never wider than four feet, 
even between important rooms, be- 
cause it was necessary to conserve 
carefully the rather uncertain heat 
of the fireplaces. 
Wide openings, 


either with columns or with fold- 
ng, sliding or French doors, are 
purely modern. 


Fine Eff.ict of Old Room*. 


The f ne effect of these old rooms

3S to what is In them or 
nillt Into them than -to their sat- 
sfylng- proportions. 
The ceilings 


wei e low, because of the economy 
of materials and difficulty of heat- I 
ng high rooms; hut their very low- 


ness give* these little, old buildings 
an Indescribable charm. Jt migrht be 
remarked that the floor levels were 
uniform; not often did one'have to 
step up or down on passinr from. 
one room to another. 
- 


Paneling and wains coating: of oalc 


or pine were very extensively used, 
especially pine- 
If no more, the 


fireplace end of the room would be 
paneled. 
Perhaps the reason for 


the use of wood, wall covering Is 
traceable to the scarcity of lima for 
plaster. In 
th* 
simpler 
houses 


the walls were whitewashed, -while, 
richer people 
used th« imported 


wall 
papers, 
eome 
of 
whlcli 


have 
been 
preserved 
to 
the 


present time. "White .was. the only 
color used for woodwork, except the 
real mahogany found In handrails, 
wainscot caT>s, and occasionally the 
stair balusters. 


Fine Op-sn Stairway.

Who can think of a colonial In- 


terior without picturing Its grace- 
ful stairway? 
Closed 
stairs were 


very seldom used- Instead, one was 
greeted, most impressively In the 
entrance hall by a beautifully pro- 
portioned open stair, • with white 
paint and real mahogany. Its turn 
was a right angle, not a curve, and 
the landing was made as large as 
consistent, 
with a 
wonderfully 


ornamented window. Palladlan win- 
dows—three grouped, with a curved 
top one In the center—were often 
used on the landing, when the stair 
was BO placed that this motif came 
above the front entrance^ on the ex- 
terior. 


Anotiier of the charms of the old 


houses Is their 
hardware, quaint 


and hand 
wrought. 
There 
were 


massive locks with huge keys, L~ 
shaped hinges for cupboard doors, 
and heavy strap hinges for entrance 
doors. Reproductions of these do 
much to capture the elusive colon- 
ial spirit for1 our modern homes. The 
doors themselves were of satisfy- 
ing proportions. 


Fireplaces, being almost: the only 


means of heat, were In every Im- 
portant room. In large rooms, the 
hearth occunled the middle of a 
long side- In small rooms. It was 
placed in a corner, and In the oppo- 
site corner to obtain the ever-pres- 
ent symmetry, there would be that 
characteristic feature, 
the 
corner 


cupboard, china closet or bookcase. 


We may perhaps trace the lure of 


the colonial house to the fact that 
the jerry-built house of that day 
has long crumbled* 
into oblivion, 


leaving only the most workmanlike 
work. In ifke 
manner, the, jerry 


built houses: of this generation will 
have been weeded out In the years 
to come. At any rate, the colonial 
a* we know It. is a direct, straight- 
forward, etyle with beautiful wood 
details,

Fascinated by Primitive. 


This .primitive home Is a type 


of dwelling which exercises *, fas- 
cination upon moat ot u« even today. 
Have you not experienced 
while 
camping in the woods tho excite- 
ment of Improvising such a shelt- 
er? It exercises your ingenuity to 
obtain and fashion the materials for 
*tho rude walla and roof. Far away 


from villages and shops you must 
make the best of such material as 
you can find. Finally, however, the 
shelter is finished, your few belong- 
ings, your stores, and clothes are 
moved into It; night falls; a huge 
fire ia •tarted and you contemplate 
the surrounding blackness with se- 
curity and content. To a certain ex- 
tent you are living as the primitive 
house builder lived. After all, what 
you have done Is simply to construct 
some walls with an opening or two 
In them and a roof overhead. And 
this waa primarily Just what the 
first house-builder constructed. 


Earliest Architecture. 


"In this rude beginning we have 
the earliest form of domestic archi- 
tecture, and In Its essentials the 
most pretentious dwelling of today 
varies from it only In the Interpre- 
tation of these elements. In the most 
elaborate architecture the facade Is. 
In the last analysis, 
only a wall 


punctured by openings. 
If theso 


openings are arranged so as to pro- 
duce a balanced effect, the facade 
has attained a. large measure of tho 
essence of good design.

of course, many other considerations 
which enter into Its design, but the 
placing of tho windows in the wall

In temperate countries 
the windows are made as large as 
possible, tfo let In much liRht and Mr. 
The matter of tht size of windows 
has a direct relation to the climatic 
conditions." 


Demand Large Windows. 


America, of course, particularly 


In the mltlcUe west. Insists on large 
windows ami many of them, for the 
desire for fresh air and brilliant 
daylight has come to us with full 
force. 
Lincoln's model home must 


have- light and air, hut tho privacy 
and the beauty of the architectural 
design must remain Imperturbably 
correct. 
- Stratford Manor, both In number 
of windows and their placement,

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Points Out Danger of 


Children Playing In Streets 


LINCOLN. N«b, Nov. $. 


To tft* Editor of The Lincoln 


Btmr: 
An article In Th« Lincoln

Elimination of 
this danger will require, not only 
the curbing of 
tha speeding or 
feckless automobile driver, but co- 
operation of parents and city of- 
ficial^ which at present is lacking.

dents to school children la Lincoln 
In the last three or four years. Five 
•uch accidents have come to the 
writer's) notice, and 
In 
three of

sm accident an "unavoidable accl- ; 
dent ** No accident la unavoidable. 
It may hare been unavoidable un- i 
dor existing Conditions, but condi- 
tions might havo been different. 
\ 
Lincoln Is one of few cities 
la 
which pollc* regulations prohibit- 
ing1 children playing In the streets 
an not enforced. In good weather, 
Lincoln's streets are a common 
playground for children. 
Tourists 
antl other visitors say that, for this 
r*uon. Lincoln Is an unusually dif- 
ficult city to drive In. 
That does not' mean that all par- 
ents permit their children to play 
tn them streets, but many of them 
do. Every driver of an automobile 
fcnowa what It meant; 
to 
have a 
child on a scooter or coaster uagon 
dart out from an aJley or drive- 
way directly In front 
of his car. 
That la happening every day, and 
msjiy times a day. In Lincoln. Anil 
why? Because no effort 
Is being 
made by city officials 
to prevent 
children playing In the streets. 
Streets are 
Intended 
primarily 
for ths uao of vehicles. It la neces- 
mry for pedestrians. Including chil- 
dren, to cross them frequently. In 
piost cities ordinances are enforced 
prohibiting tha crossing of streets 
by pedestrians at points other than 
sidewalk lines—commonly known as 
"Jay-walking" ordinances. 
The writer was the cause of such 
an ordinance beinp passed In Fort 
Worth, Texas, a city 
much larger 
than Lincoln. It was enforced. The 
records? showed a noticeable 
de- 
crease In the number of accidents. 
Such ordinances have been suc- 
cessfully enforced 
In many other 
cities. 
Children are natural Imitators of 
older 
people. 
They 
could, 
and 
should, be taught to stay out of tl 
streets only when necessary to cross 
them, and then only 
a t 
certain 
points 
Not all of them would re- 
member at all times, but taken as 
a whole there would be much leaa 
danger than at present. 
Miss Coe suggested traffic police- 
men at schoolhouses to escort chil- 
dren across the streets. That would 
be the Ideal solution 
if practical, 
but It t* not practical for several 
reasons. 
Taks for example a school with 
600 pupils. Nearly all of them ar- 
rive and depart within a few min- 
utes.- One policeman could not es- 
cort BOO children across the streets 
In a few minutes. They come from 
all directions. Hln presence, how- 
•ver, wouW have a good moral ef- 
tect on automobile drivers. But to 
handle the situation properly there 
should •*,several policemen at each 
school during the hours when chil- 
dren are arriving and leaving. 
But even one policeman at each 
school is out of tha question. 
It 
would mean a large number of spe- 
cial officers for three or four hours' 
work a day, , and desirable men 
could not b* found. To keep them 
on duty full time would mean an 
expense that would cause the tax- 
payers to set up a howl that would 
even awaken some of our congress- 
men at Washington. 
The sensible and practical solu- 
tion la to increase the penalty for 
rocklesa driving past or near 
public school and then enforce that 
ordinance; and then pass an ordin- 
ance prohibiting children playing 
In the streets, or crossing at points 
other than those designated, and 
enforce it just as strictly 
Such an ordinance should maka 
it unlawful for any parents, guar- 
d|iin or other person having the 
custody or control 
of a child of 
school age or younger to permit 
auch child to play In tha streets, 
-with a suitable penalty for viola- 
tion. After a few parents had been 
brought into police court and fined 
there would be a 
noticeable de- 
crease In the number of children 
playing In streets. That has been 
done In other cities and It can bo 
done here. 
And even more Important would 
be an educational campaign among 
parents to show them the danger of 
letting their children use the streets 
fqj* a playground 
Many parents 
do not seem to realize this danger 
at present. 
The writer lived in 
neighborhood In Lincoln where there 
waa a fatal accident to a child play- 
Ing In the street. For many months 
afterward there was a noticeable da- 
ercaoe tn tha number of children 
playing In the streets. Parents Just 
had not realized the danger before. 
The street department has marked 
definite lanes across 
streeta near 
school houses for children to cross 
This Is one big step forward. Now 
It Is up to parents and teachers to 
educate the children to cross, only at 
the places designated 
An ordin- 
ance fixing a penalty for parents 
who knowingly permit their chil- 
dren to cross at other places Is the 
next logical step 
But that Is more 
a matter of education than of law 
enforcement 
The writer la In tho position of 
the av*ra?re cltiaer. 
He has four 
children of school age and he drives 
an 
automobile. He la not con- 
nected with the schools or ths city 
government. 
I have no patience with the man 
or woman who drives an automo- 
bile recklessly or at a high rate of 
speed past or near a public school 
But under existing conditions 
In 
Lincoln, even the most careful driv- 
er Is constantly In danger of run- 
ning down some cnlld on a scooter 
or coaster wagon or roller skates 
There are very few really reck- 
less drivers, and they 
should 
b 
eliminated. Police Judgo Chappel 
has done oil that any one man can 
<3o nndcr th# present ordinances, or 
rather the present 
lack of proper 
ordinances and the lax enfoicemen' 
of those we have. 


Th0r« are a few children whose 


conduct Is likely to make the auto- 
mobile drhver feel that all children 
are trying to *ee how close they can 
come to getting run over and get 
away with It. and nearly every case 
this *ls directly traceable to thought- 
leaness or indifference on the part 
of their parents 
Recently I wa» passing the new 
Elliott school 
when 
two women 
came along In an automobile, at a, 
speed of probably 
ten 
mile* an 
hour. Several boye, S or 10 years 
old. were playing In the street. The 
driver slowed down and sounded 
the horn. 
The boys remained In 
the street. She Bounded the horn 
several times and came to a stop. 


"Am, 
go to h 
1" eald one of 
the boys, and tho other* laughed 
about It. The parents of these boys 
were to blame, primarily, but the 
city officials also must shoulder a 
share of the blame, 
Just a tew uays ago 1 Grove down 
own from Twenty-seventh and 
South streets about 4:00 or. 4:30 
'clock In the afternoon. I passed 
Ight places where small boys were 
laying football In the streets and 
ilrty-four scooters, coaster wagons 
nd children on roller skates In the 
treets. That la probably about tho 
verage.

w rite r's notice, and

three of 
them the driver of th e autom obile 
w aa held blam eless.

sidew alk lines—com m only know n as 
*‘Jay-w alk !ng" ordinances. 
T h s w riter w as the cause of such 
an ordinance being passed In F ort 
W orth.

th an Lincoln. 
It w as enforcerl. The 
records show ed a noticeable

Buch ordinances have been
